A  L*dy'»  Experience  with  Rote* 

For  the  benefit  of  the  many  amateur  flo- 
rintM  among  your  reuilem,  ami  t« »  ventilate 
the  (b  light  over  my  auifeiw  in  rose  culture, 
I  b*  g  the  favor  of  a  small  apace. 

Two  years  since  I  married  uiitl  securetl  u 
house  with  the  nicest*  bit  of  a  garden 
attached,  of  ulniut  H0xl8  feet.  On  the  ml- 
veut  of  spring,  I  began  to  improve  this 
heretofore  neglected  strip,  rising  at  five 
o'clock  in  tl>i  mbming  and  working  until 
Keven.  To  illustrute  my  utter  ignorance  of 
gardening  at  this  time,  I  jelanteil  the  seed  of 
the  Petunia,  Diunthus,  Pansy,  Phlox,  etc., 
or er  hen  inch?*  iteep  !  The  lalxtr  I  performed 
in  laying  out  l>eds,  lumlers,  walks,  etc.,  and 
my  neighlxire  complimented  my  hobby  us 
"  neat  and  tasty.  ” 

After  u  while,  I  consulted  Henderson, 
Vick,  Buist,  and  other  books,  and  learned 
how  to  sow  seed  and  cultivutc  plants, 
and  succeeded  to  my  satisfaction. 

But  I  Jove  the  Rose  !  Finding  prices  too 
far  ulsive  my  Hieans  to  secure  all  the  varie¬ 
ties  I  would  like  to  possess,  J  bought  a  trea¬ 
tise  on  Rose-culture  with  a  view  of  raising 
my  own.  After  patiently  going  through 
this  book,  I  got  the  idea.  The  author  was 
quite  learned,  not  only  in  rose s.  but  botany 
general,  in  and  Latin  and  Greek  to  a  certain 
extent.  He  rather  aimed  to  teach  expe¬ 
rienced  florists,  instead  of  amateurs  to 
w  hom  he  specially  addressed  himself.  Hav¬ 
ing  no  hot  house  or  other  appliances  rec¬ 
ommended,  I  thought  to  do  a  little  summer 
exfierimentiug  in  my  own  way. 

Lost  spring  I  procured  a  box  12x18  inches 
and  three  inches  deep,  and  tilled  it  nearly 
to  the  top  with  clean  paving  saud,  into 
which  I  placed  cuttings  from  my  neighbors’ 
best  stocks,  about  fifteen  in  number.  These 
were  all  quite  young  shoots,  three  to  five 
inches  long.  The  Ih»x  was  kept  ull  through 
the  summer  in  the  most  exposed  position  in 
the  garden,  and  was  tilled  every  morning 
with  water,  which  kept  the  sand  constantly 
and  thoroughly  wet.  Excepting  in  two 
cases,  they  all  lived  nicely,  and  by  the  set¬ 
ting  in  of  fall  had  roots  two  or  more  inches 
in  length.  I  then  potted  them  off  singly, 
in  sand,  loam,  and  manure  mixed,  in  three 
inch  pots.  On  the  approach  of  winter,  the 
pots  were  immersed  to  the  tops  in  sand  and 
covered  over  with  brush,  over  which  I  plac¬ 
ed  a  good  layer  of  leaves  and  fresh  horse- 
mauure.  Three  weeks  ugo  they  were  all  ex¬ 
humed,  and  only  two  of  the  pots  found  to 
l>e  broken  by  the  frost,  whilst  all  the  plants 
were  as  fresh  and  green  (excepting  the  ab¬ 
sence  of  leaves)  as  the  duy  they  were  buried. 
Up  to  this  time  they  have  lieen  exposed  in  a 
•window  facing  south,  and  not  one  of  them 
con  tuna  less  than  fifty  leaves,  and  all  have 
u  fair  prospect  of  budding  within  a  fort¬ 
night. 

I  huve  learned  more  from  an  experience 
like  the  above  than  I  gained  in  poring  over 
a  learned  treatise.  If  any  beginner  cun  be 
benefitled  by  it,  he  or  she  is  doubly  wel¬ 
come.  -—.4  mericmi  Agriculturist. 

To  Stop  the  Ravages  of  Moths. — Cam¬ 
phor  will  not  stop  the  ravages  of  moths  in 
carpets,  after  they  have  commenced  eating. 
Then  they  pay  no  regard  to  the  presence  of 
camphor,  cedar  or  tobacco.  •  A  good  way  to 
conquer  them  is  to  take  a  coarse  crash  towel, 
wring  it  out  of  clean  water.  Spread  it 
smoothly  on  the  carpet,  then  irondt  dry 
with  a  good  hot  iron,  repeating  the  opera¬ 
tion  on  all  suspected  places,  aud  those  least 
used.  It  does  not  injure  the  pile  or  the  col¬ 
or  of  the  carpet  in  the  least,  as  it  is  not  nec¬ 
essary  to  press  hard,  heat  and  steam  being 
the  agents,  and  they  do  the  work  effectually 
on  worms  and  eggs.  Then  the  camphor 
will  doubtless  prevent  future  depredations 
of  the  miller. 


The  Pedant. 

A  man  who  has  l>een  brought  up  among 
books,  and  is  able  to  talk  of  nothing  else,  is 
a  very  indifferent  companion,  and  wlrnt  we 
call  apedant.  But  we  should  enlarge  the  title, 
and  give  it  to  every  one  that  does  not  know 
how  to  think  out  of  his  profession  and  par¬ 
ticular  wuy  oflife.  What  is  a  greater  pedant 
than  a  mere  man  of  the  town  ?  Bar  him  the 
plav-houae,  a  catalogue  of  the  reigning 
beauties,  and  you  strike  him  dumb.  The 
military  pedant  always  talks  in  a  camp,  and 
in  storming  towns,  making  lodgments,  and 
fighting  lmttles  from  one  end  of  the  year  to 
the  other.  Everything  he  speaks  smells  of 
gunpowder;  if  you  take  away  his  artillery  from 
him.  he  has  not  a  word  to  say  for  himself. 
The  law  pedant  is  perpetually  puttiug  cases, 
repeating  the  transactions  of  W  estniinster- 
liall  wrangling  with  you  upon  the  most  in- 
defferent  cicmnstancee  of  life,  and  not  to  be 
convinced  of  the  distance  of  a  place,  or  of 
the  most  trivial  point  in  conversation,  but 
by  dint  of  argument.  The  state  pedant  is 
inrujit  up  in  news,  uud  lost  in  politics.  If 
you  mention  either  of  the  sovereigns  ofljju- 
rope,  he  talks  notably  ;  but  if  you  go  out  of 
the  gazette,  you  drop  him.  In  short,  a 
mere  courtier,  a  mere  soldier,  a  mere  scholar, 
a  mere  any  thing,  is  an  iusipied,  pedantic 
diameter,  and  equally  ridiculous.  Spectator. 

A  Cxrioui  Climate. 

The  climate  of  Peru  is  set  forth  by  a  cor¬ 
respondent  as  exceedingly  peculiar  and 
strange.  It  never  rains  there,  we  are  told, 
but  during  certain  seasons,  and  when  the 
atmosphere  is  tilled  w  ith  clouds,  a  “  dew 
fulls  so  thick,  heavy  and  continuous  that  it 
will  saturate  the  heaviest  clothing  in  less 
half  an  hour.”  The  coming  and  going  of 
the  clouds  that  distill  this  dew  is  another 
strange  thing  connected  with  Peru.  The 
changes  are  reported  so  rapid  and  violent  as 
to  startle  the  stranger.  One  may  lie  walk¬ 
ing  along  the  street,  glorying  in  the  rich 
warmth  of  the  sunshine,  and  admiring  the 
deep,  clear  blue  sky,  when  suddenly,  and 
almost  imperceptibly,  a  change  takes  place, 
“  and  from  the  south  ward  a  mass  of  dork 
clouds  eome  rolling  swiftly  across  the  firma¬ 
ment,  au«l  soon  the  blue  sky  is  replaced  by 
a  somber  pull  ,  and  to  the  glorious  sunshine 
succeeds  a  drizzling,  penetrating  mist.’’ 
Aud  this  is  as  suddenly  changed  again  ;  even 
while  one  is  preparing  to  guard  against  the 
mist,  the  sunlight  and  the  sky  reappear  in 
all  their  brightness  and  beauty.

Excellent  Confection. — This  is  the  sea¬ 
son  for  oranges.  The  peel  of  this  fruit  pre¬ 
served  in  sugar  is  one  of  the  most  delight¬ 
ful  coafections  which  a  family  can  nse,  far 
superior  to  the  extracts  sold  in  the  shops. 
The  peel,  should,  of  course,  be  perfectly 
clean,  and  should  be  cut  in  long,  thin  strips. 
Stew  in  water  till  all  the  bitterness  is  ex¬ 
tracted.  Throw  away  the  water  and  stew 
again  for  half  an  hour  in  a  thick  sirup  made 
of  a  pound  of  sugar  to  one  of  peel,  with 
just  water  enough.  Pat  away,  in  a  cool 
place,  for  flavoring  puddings,  pies,  etc.  For 
this  purpose  it  should  be  chopped  very  fine. 
No  better  or  cheaper  flavoring  can  be  fur¬ 
nished  a  household. 


Downing. — No  American  has  built  for 
himself  a  more  permanent  monument  than 
Downing,  the  landscape  gardener.  It  was 
his  good  fortune  to  begin  his  work  not  only 
with  taste  and  knowledge  and  enthusiasm, 
but  at  the  time  when  his  favorite  subject  was 
new  to  the  country.  “  Ah  !  "  said  Washing¬ 
ton  Irving,  in  Putnam's  old  office  iu  Park 
Place,  when  he  was  chatting  kindly  with  the 
tryos  and  beginners  iu  his  own  art — “  ah  ! 
we  old  fellows  had  the  advantage  of  you. 
When  we  began  we  had  no  rivals,  but  you 
clever  youug  fellows  extinguish  each  other.” 
It  was  the  sweet  courtesy  of  the  modest  Nes¬ 
tor,  but  there  was  a  certain  degree  of  truth 
in  what  he  said.  Downing  almost  introduc¬ 
ed  the  subject  of  landscape  gardening  to 
this  country,  and  his  works  will  be  always 
valuable  as  well  as  interest^*.

A  peculiar 
yellow  or  buff  brick,  imported  from  Liver¬ 
pool,  is  gowiug  in  favor  rapidly  in  the  Qua¬ 
ker  City,  and  can  be  laid  down  there  cheap¬ 
er  than  pressed  Philadelphia  brick.
